Editor Biddle of the Everett Press 


Wins Suit Against 


COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


Kiiiety-Fi\e JDollars and 72 Cents for 


Failing to Publish Mercantile Ust 


in Minority Party Paper. 


The suit of J. F. Biddle, Esq., own- 


er and publisher of the Everett Press, 
brought against th,e County Commis- 
sioners on May 7th to compel them 
to publish the Mercantile Appraiser's 
list in the Press, has been decided by 
Judge Woods in favor of Mr. Biddle. 
The Act of April 20th, 1887, pro- 
vides that the Mercantile Appraiser's 
list of the names and classifications 
of persons subject to the mercantile 
tax, shall be published in three pa- 
pers of general circulation, one of 
which shall represent the minority 
party of the two principal political 
parties of the county. 
The petition 


alleged that the Everett Press was 
the paper representing the Washing- 
ton party and that the Washington 
party is the minority party of the two 
principal parties of the county; but 
the answer filed by the Commission- 
ers denied that the Everett Press rep- 
resented the Washington party. The 
testimony produced to the Court, and. 
apparent to the minds of all who had 
opportunity to see the Everett Press 
within the last year, showed it, be- 
yond question, to be the paper sup- 
porting the principles of the Wash- 
ington party, and on this point the 
Court in his opinion filed says: 
"The 


testimony established the allegations 
contained in the petition and showed 
beyond a doubt that the Everett 
Press is the only paper' published in 
the County of Bedford that supported 
the nominees of the 
Washington 


party and that said party was the mi- 
nority party." 
In the Decree the 


Court fixes the damage at Seventy- 
five Dollars and directed that a per- 
emptory mandamus be issued accord- 


to law to compel the County Com- 


'mfssl5Sers"i§4urmsTi to 'the Everett 
Press a copy of the Mercantile Ap- 
praiser's list for publication in that 
paper, and directed that judgment 
for $75 damages be entered against 
the defendants. 


County Commissioner Diehl voted 


to publish the list in the Everett 
Press when the first publication was 
made and was not a party to the an- 
swer filed in the case1, the affidavit to 
the answer having been made by 
Commissioners Hengst and Imler, 


Attorneys B. F. Madore, J. H. 


Longenecker and E. M. Pennell rep- 
resented Mr. Biddle and- the County 
Solicitor appeared for the (Jommis- 
sioners in -the trial of the suit. 


Opinion of the Conrt 


This is a proceeding arising under 


the Act of April 20th, 1887, which 
pertains to the publication of the 
Mercantile Appraisement. 


The Act requires that the County 


Commissioners publish the mercan- 
tile list of names in three papers of 
general circulation, one of which 
shall represent the minority party of 
the two principal parties. 


The petition sets forth that the 


Everett Press, published by the peti- 
tioner, represents the minority party 
and all the other necessary require- 
ments contained in the Act. An an- 
swer was filed by which most of the 
allegations contained in the petition 
were admitted to be true but denied 
that the paper as published by the 
petitioner represented the Washing- 
ton party. 


A day was set for the hearing 


when both parties were present and 
represented by counsel, the Court di- 
rected the counsel to proceed with 
the hearing and testimony was pro- 
duced. 
The testimony established 


the allegations contained in the peti- 
tion and showed beyond a doubt that 
the Everett Press was the only paper 
published in the County of Bedford 
that supported the nominees of the 
Washington party and that said party 
was the minority party. 
Testimony 


was also produced" which showed the 
damages sustained by the failure of 
the Commissioners to have the list 
published as required by the Act. 


The right of the plaintiff to this 


proceeding has been sustained in the 
case of the Leader Publishing Com- 
pany against the County Commission- 
ers, 20 District Reports, 1085. 
Sec- 


tion 21 of the Act requires that, 
"Damages sustained by the plaintiff 
shall be ascertained by the jury try- 
ing the issue in fact; if no such is- 
sue is tried they shall be ascertained 
by the Court in such manner as may 
be deemed just and reasonable." The 
testimony 
clearly 
established 
the 


amount of damage to be seventy-five 
douars. 


Decree 


And now, July 14th, 1913, this 


cause came on to be heard and alter 
a full hearing, both parties being 
represented in person and by counsel 
and after testimony having been pro- 
duced by both parties and heard be- 
fore the Court, it is ordered and di- 
rected that a writ of peremptory man- 
damus be issued accordingly at any 
time after twenty days from this date 
and that judgment be entered in 
favor of the plaintiff and against the 
defendant in the sum of Seventy-five 
Dollars and costs, to which decree the 
defendant excepts and bill sealed.

"Dad" Writes About a Skunk Farn 


in Arkansas. 


Heber Springs, Ark., July 14. 


This is my first visit to this ver> 


nice and popular town on the North 
Arkansas 
Railroad. 
The springs 


hereabouts mostly contain alum anc 
are very highly recommended for 
many of the ills to which our bodies 
are liable. 


Alum is one of the most promi- 


nent minerals found in the water 
and it is recommended for many ail- 
ments, whilst you dare not sel 
pickles in your state unless it is guar- 
anteed that they have no alum in 
Why, many years ago I sold powder- 
ed alum to the millers of Bedford 
County for use in their flour and no 
one ever dreamed of it injuring any 
one in any way whatever. Here the 
doctors recommend the alum water 
The residents are not very progres- 
sive, yet they got up the courage and 
cash as well to buy a sprinkler for 
keeping the dust down on the streets 
of this town. This, the first one they 
ever owned, is a little different from 
the one used in your town some 
years ago when Wilson Lysmger had 
the contract for watering or sprink- 
ling the streets. 


This town has a large wholesale 


grocery company, owned by the Mer- 
chants Grocery Company of Searcy, 
Ark. 
They do a large business, 


much of their trade being what we 
call wagon trade. 
Many wagons 


come thirty miles with lumber, pro- 
duce, etc., and take back store goods. 


A mountaineer not far out in the 


mountains has started a "skunkery." 
I never heard of any one raising 
skunks 
Did you? 
Don't all speak 


at once. This man is doing this for 
their hides. 
The place is in Clay- 


bourne County, Arkansas, and it is 
the only skunk farm in the state, if 
not in the United States. 
This is a 


real skunk farm. 
It is located in 


the extreme northeast corner of the 
county and is owned and managed by 
L. Stair. Residing in the mountain- 
ous regions of this county where the 
virgin forests furnish homes and hid- 
ing places for thousands'of wild ani- 
mals, this man Stair conceived the 
idea that skunks could be domesti- 
cated easily and he, therefoie, set 
himself to catch a number. In this 
he was very successful and today has 
quite a numliar of full grown skunks, 
which he has placed in pens. These 
animals have all thrived since being 
confined in the skunkery, which name 
the owner of the farm has given it. 
While Mr. Stair's venture is in the 
experimental stage, it is his opinion 
that he will be well repaid and re- 
warded for his trouble and that he 
will be able to make a paying busi- 
ness out of it. Stair is now trying to 
improve the quality of the hides and 
fur by feeding the animals certain 
kinds- of food, which have a tendency 
to give better texture and he is meet- 
ing with success.

He is catching 
skunks daily now and adding these 
to his unique ranch.

sending a carload to this section, but 
prefer to unload the cars close to the 
line in Arkansas and Western Okla- 
homa and haul the booze by wagons, 
well packed in trunks, valises, pock- 
ets, barrels, hollow wagon axles, egg- 
cases", etc. You see if a load were to 
be seized the law would not be so 
heavy". Five or six carloads of whis- 
key have been sidetracked here in 
the local yards.

RED CROSS SEALS 


• One Hundred Million Being Printed 


for 1913—New Design This Year. 
Orders for printing 100,000,000 


Red Cross Christmas seals for use 
during the holiday season this year 
have already been placed and prepa- 
rations for the sale are well under 
way, according to an announcement 
made from the New York campaign 
headquarters. 


Over 40,000,000 or $400,000 worth 


of seals were sold in 1912, a gain of 
nearly 25 per cent, over the previ- 
ous year. Because of the deep inter- 
est in the anti-tuberculosis movement 
for which the seals are sold, the 
American Red Cross and -The Na- 
tional Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis who eon- 
duct the sale, hope to reach the 50,- 
000,000 mark this year, 
netting 


$500,000 for the prevention of con- 
sumption. 


A radical departure from previous 


seals in the shape and character of 
the design will be instituted this year. 
The seal will be rectangular in shape, 
1 % inches wide and one inch deep. 
The center of the design will degict 
Santa Glaus with his eight reindeer 
dashing across a field of snow, and 
the border will be a brilliant red and 
green decoration of poinsettias and 
holly, the Red Cross emblem appear- 
ing on either side. 


The design was drawn by C. J. 


Budd of New York, the well known 
illustrator, who was awarded a prize 
of $100 for his drawing-. The second 
prize §50 was awarded to R. Foster 
Worthley of New York and the third 
to Miss Hazel de Berard of Brooklyn. 
Miss Sara B. Hill of New York was 
given honoiable mention. 


Distribution of the seals will be 


jtarted about September 1st and by 
December 1st it is expected that(the 
entire 100,000,000 will be distribut- 
ed. It more are needed, an addition- 
al supply will be printed. In addition 
to the seals themselves,' advertising 
material to the amount of several 
million pieces is also being prepared. 
The campaign this year will be or- 
ganized in almost every city and 
town of the United States, and no 
less than 100,000 agents will give 
their services to the work.

AN ELUSIVE LAKE 


Queer Antics of an Erratic Body of 


Water |n Switzerland. 


In the canton of Valais. ID Switzer- 


land, at the foot of the great Aletsch 
glacier, lies a small body of water. 
Lake Marjelen, of which the Journa 
des Voyages reports a strange fact. 


At irregular intervals every three or 


four years Lake Marjelen completely 
and suddenly disappears. 
The phe- 


nomenon always occurs during the last 
days of August. Without warning the 
lake empties itself, and the great quan- 
tity of water that it contained disap- 
pears through fissures in the rocks to 
swell the waters of the river Rhone. 
So rapidly does the lake empty itself 
that the water level of the Rhone rises 
several meters in a few hours, and the 
valley is flooded. An old custom 
grants a new pair of shoes to the first 
peasant who comes to announce the 
disappearance of the lake to the in- 
habitants of the valley. 


All the autumn, after the disappear- 


ance of the waters, the basin of Lake 
Marjelen remains dry, but during the 
following winter and spring it grad- 
ually fills again.

EYES OF NEEDLES. 


Why They Never Rust Nor Cut the 


Very Finest, Softest Thread. 


Millions o'f needles are sold daily. It 


was not so long ago when the thread 
in the needle was cut by the sharp 
edges left in the eye after manufac- 
ture. The smaller the needle the sharp- 
er the edge arid the greater the annoy- 
ance to users. Then, again. xthe eye 
would rust, for a woman will dampen 
the end of the thread on her tongue 
in order to make a point so that the 
needle may be threaded more easily. 
Complaint was loud and long, and or- 
ders were passed down the line to pro- 
duce an eye in the smallest needle that 
could 'not cut the finest and softest 
thread in the world. 


This was done by inventing a new 


machine in the shape of die cutters for 
the'making of the eyes. The points on 
these minute augers are so small that 
they cannot be seen with the naked 
eye or detected by the most delicate 
sense of touch. A microscope is nec- 
essary. 
So' it was essential to invent 


new machines to manufacture the dies 
and to sharpen the tiny drills. 


Polishers and burnishers had to be 


made that would finish off every rough 
edge in an instant almost because nee- 
dles sell a dozen or so for a few cents. 
-When this wa-s done the needles were 
placed in a rack, through which the 
eyes projected and held so tightly that 
when immersed in water only the eyes 
were covered. In this way the heads 
of the needles became the negative 
pole of a" powerful battery, and in a 
few moments the eyes of several mil- 
lion needles were 'gold plated and 
hence rendered rust proof.—Harper's.

The follow ing communication from 


Chiet Piper of the Bedford File Com- 
pany is in reply to an article publish- 
ed last week over the signature ot 
S. F. Statler:

To The Bedford Gazette: 
Facts should be known before an 


explosion ot mind, mixed with slan- 
der and falsehood. 
Why no fire alarm system? 
Why 


was the Bell telephone operator un- 
able to raise the Electric Light Plant 
the morning of July S? Why was it 
necessaiy to call Train Dispatcher 
Hackett at the railroad, who cheer- 
tullj and piompilj sent Tom Little 
down to the plant to tell them Air. 
Prosser's mill was burning? 
Why 


was the Bell Telephone taken out 
ot James Grousers residence some six 
months ago, and'where was it placed? 
\Vny should not both telephones be 
in the residence ot James Grouse, 
who is the borough's standby, and a 
man who never shrinks from duty? I 
feel sure had such been the case tire 
fire bell would have been sounded 
promptly, resulting in a more prompt 
response. It is only fair to the Bor- 
ough Council as well as citizens of 
Bedford that they know things as 
they existed July 8, at 2:10 a: m. 
Mr. Hackett called me on the phone", 
saying Mr. Prosser's mill was on fire. 
While talking the alarm sounded; I 
dressed quickly, and whlsn out in five 
minutes or less found the mill all on 
fire. I went promptly to the Fire 
House and sent a fireman to each 
ot the livery stables tor a team. Ap- 
paratus, 
including 
engine, 
was 


promptly taken from house, lit up 
and ready to proceed to the fire when 
each fireman returned without secur- 
ing a team. 1 then went to Mr. Sti- 
ver's stable m} self and was unable- 
to find anj o *e. I then started to the 
hie when oia obliging music teacher, 
Mr. Koontz, picked me up and took 
me to the lire in his auto; this was 
2-35 a. m , or 25 minutes alter the 
fast alarm ot fire. At this time the 
mill and stable weie both in ashes. 


Mj expei ience as a \olunteer fiie- 


man of jour borough for the last 16 
years is that it ib impossible to get 
steam up in our engine, with cold 
water in the boiler, in 25 minutes, 
and for eight or 10 men to take the 
engine to Mr. Prosser's mill in 10 
minutes is impossible, much less a 
hose cait which \\ould have had to 
accompany the engine. 


A report was started the same day 


that some one refused to allow the 
engine or the apparatus to'go to the 
fire on account ot its being out of 
the borough limits. It is only fair to 
the Councilmen, as well as to James 
Grouse, to say this is not the case, as 
J heard nothing ot the kind, and had 


a lemark been made it would 


have been unkind and unmanly es- 
pecially ot a citizen like Mr. Prosser, 
and I doubt very much if he believed 
it himself. 


I ha\e participated, I think, in 


every fire in the time stated, always 
striving to save property and serve 
all alike. 
I carry a mark today in- 


flicted at the fire next dpor to the 
writer of the article published in 
your issue of July 11. 
I also par- 


ticipated in and helped to extinguish 
the fire when it visited his store, but 
by promptness it was not a total loss. 
I am exceedingly sorry for any one 
that fire should visit.

of great conflagrations In the rural 
districts is minimized. If a big ffcre 
breaks cut In any of the villages far- 
ther than 10 miles from a city, the fl 
engines of the nearest city are at 
tached to the postal automobiles an«! 
hauled at high speed to the point ol 
danger. As only the larger German 
cities have motor fire departments, the 
assistance of the postal motor cars fa 
invaluable to the surrounding villages. 
The first practical test of the plan 
,was made last month in Bamberg. 
The village of Walsdorf asked the city

Not Only the Natives but Everything 


• Animal Eats Them. 


Locust are today eaten in Arabia 


pretty much as they were in Biblical 
times. Foreigners as well as natives 
declare that they are really an excel- 
lent article of diet 
They are best 


boiled. 


The long or "hopping" legs must be 


pulled off and the locust held by a 
wing and dipped into salt before it is 
eaten. As to flavor, the insect is said 
to taste like green wheat 


The red locust is more palatable than 


the green kind. Some say that the fe- 
male is red and the male green, but 
others contend that all are green at 
first, whatever the sex. 


Locusts must be caught in the morn- 


ing, for tben they are benumbed by 
the cold and their wings are damp 
with the dew, so that they cannot fly. 
They may be found in Arabia cluster- 
ed in hundreds under the desert bush- 
es, and they can be literally shoveled 
into a bag or basket 


Later the sun dries their wings and

Summer Spraying for Second Brood 


g^ of Codling Moth 


This,is the time of year that many 


Pennsylv^nians are writing to Prof. 
H. A. Surface, State Zoologist, Har- 
risburg, asking if it is necessary to 
spray their trees again during the 
summer for the second brood of the 
Codling moth which makes wormy ap- 
ples, pears and quinces. To such in- 
quiries Protessor Surface replies as 
follows: 


"It will be proper to spray your 


trees during the month of July with 
the dilute lime-sulphur solution and 
arsenajte of lead, using the hydrome- 
ter to test the lime-sulphur and make 
it specific gravity 1.01, and use two 
pounds of arsenate of lead to fifty 
gallons of the solution. 
Much de- 


pends' upon the condition of your 
trees and surroundings. If theie is 
much evidence of the first brood of 
the Codling moth in the young fruit, 
or any disease of leaf commencing to 
appear, spray during July to help in 
preventing the second brood of the 
Codling moth and the further devel- 
opment of disease of leaf and fruit. 
If your leaves are healthy and the 
growth good, and your young fruits 
show but little evidence of wormi- 
ness or the Codling moth, there will 
be no special need of this midsum- 
mer spraying, unless there are sur- 
rounding orchards near yours that 
have been neglected, and which are 
sure to give a second brood of the 
Codling moth this summer. 
Of 


course, if such surrounding orchards 
are entirely without fruit, they are un- 
able to produce a second brood of the 
Codling moth, and you are free from 
a menace in this regard at present. 


"The mature moth of the first 


brood, that produces the second 
brood of the larva or worm, will not 
fly far, 
unless infested or old or- 


chards are quite near yours there will 
not be much danger, and hence not 
much need of spraying to prevent in- 
festation from this source. But even 
though the spraying in your own 
orchard has been very effective in 
preventing plant diseases and the 
first brood of the Codling moth, if 
there is an old orchard quite near 
jours that shows diseased leaves and 
wormy fruit at the present time, it is 
very important for you to prepare to 
spray some time in July with the 
dilute lime-sulphur and arsenate of 
lead, as mentioned above "
